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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



In response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 19, 2005, applicants elect the 
invention of Group I, drawn to the embodiment of claims 65-83. In addition, applicants elect the 
following: an MHC class I epitope; a viral antigen; and a human papilloma virus (HPV). These 
elections are made with traverse. 

Applicants elect the following species: HPV E7 antigen; Hsp65; and cells derived from a 
spleen. Claims 65-71, 73, 75-84 read on the elected species. 

Claims 65-83 have been assigned to Group I and claim 84 to Group 11. However, 
claim 84 merely depends from claim 65 and fixrther limits the "method of determining whether a 
fusion protein stimulates a Thl-like response." As a result, restriction between claim 84 and 
claim 65 from which it depends is not proper. 

Independent claim 65 recites "a protein produced by a human pathogen." The present 
restriction requirement appears to require the election of a single virus recited in dependent 
claim 70. Although a species election may be appropriate among the viruses listed in claim 70, 
restriction practice is an improper basis to require applicants to rewrite the generic term "human 
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pathogen" and instead limit claim 65 to s single virus. Applicants respectfully request that the 
full scope of claim 65 be examined.
